The latest accounts from the Cape of Good Hope, 


represent the Caffre frontier as in a state of great 
alarm, on account of the continued hostilities and 
inroads of the natives. 


Ireland. 


The state trials have been adjourned until the 


15th of January, and O'Connell, weary of agita- 
tion, baa retired for a while to his •' mountain 
home" at Derrynane. He is to take Limerick on 
his way to the " far west," where a dinner is to be 
given on Monday next to Mr. W. S. O'Brien, one 
of the members for the county, a recent convert to 
repeal, at which the agitator presides. 


The Ballyshanuon Herald says—" The govern- 


ment are in possession of some frightful information 
respecting Ireland ; there can be no doubt of it— 
The Attorney General mentioned last week in 
court, that when the proper time arrives, he will 
lay before the jury, on the trial of the conspirators 
a statement of as frightful and extensive a conspira- 
cy against the peace of the country and the con- 
stitution by law established, as ever disgraced any 
country. 


We understand the information has been commu- 


nicated by a few of the leading repealers, who be- 
came alarmed at the height to which the conspira- 
cy had arrived. 
Preparations are making by the 


military stationed in this town for fortify ing the bar- 
racks ; port-holes are made in the wails,bags ofsanl 
have been provided, and a number of barrels have 
been filled with water, to be kept in the yard for 
the use of the military in case of a siege.

noles and the United States, has, since the bat- 
tle which resulted in the overthrow of the force 
under Major Dade, consisted, for the most part, 
if predatory excursions, which, while they have 
been atttended with much of suffering to indi- 
'iduals, and have kept the borders of the two 
ountnes in a state ot constant alarm, have tail- 


ed to approach to any definite result. The Uni- 
ted fctoteB have fitted out no adequate arma- 
ment ty land or by sea, for the subjugation of 
he Seminoles. 
JNearly six years have elapsed 


since the Seininoles declared their independence 
of the United States; and during that time they 
lave been regarded as, of right, a Sovereign 
>eople by several of the principal tribes. 
'J lie 


Jmted States, nevertheless, perseveres in her 
ilan of reconque^t, and refuses to recognize 
,ueir independence. 
The predatory incursions 


to which 1 have alluded, have been attended, in 
Tiany instances, with the breaking up of farm 
ics; by the seizing upon the persons of defence- 
ess squaws, and driving them along, with un- 
armed, and therefore non-combatant, children, 
nto a cruel and oppressive banishment, thus 
sundering the sacrt-d ties which bound them to 
the loved "land of THEIR fathers." 


A border warfare is evermore to be deprecat- 


ed, and over such a war as has existed for so 
nany years between these two people, humani- 
ty has great cause to lament. Nor is such a 
condition of things to be deplored only because 
f the individual suffering attendant upon it. 
The effect is far moree xtensive. 


The Creator of the Universe has given Man 


:he Earth for his resting place, and fruits for 
us subsistence. 
Whatever, therefore, shall 


nake the first, or any part of it, a scene of des-

sometimes be necessary; but all nations have a 
common interest in bringing them speedily to a 
close.

Nor can this 
Council, composed as it is of the chiefs of the 
>rave Sacs and Foxes, be indifferent to the fact 
that, a warfare, such as is waged between those 
nations, is calculated to weaken both powers, 
and finally to render them, and especially the 
weaker of the two, the subject of interference 
on the part of stronger and more powerful na-

To the Editor of tht Whig if Courier: 


From the ioteresti*|, and able lecture before the 


Lyceum,,by Frofessaa Shepherd, upon, the charac- ' 
ter of Fox, we learned, among other things, what 
every one knows, or ought to know, viz. that it is 
impossible to become a good Public Speaker with- 
out constant practice. 
But with this admitted 


knowledge, how few practically gjre credit to what 
they acknowledge as a fact. Even with the oppor-

—this important branch of education.. The want 
of a practical investment of this kind of capital,, 
may arise from the consideration, that public meet- 
ings, although of a public nature, are,in themselves, 
somewhat exclusive, and the doings are to be con- 
fined and understood so, to some few leaders. Now 
the truth is there never ought to be any thing of 
the kind iu existence as public leader, and I am 
decidedly of opinion that there would be nothing of 
this, if all, without distinction of teaming, or mere 
superficial differences, were to assume their just 
rights and put forth their voices, even if but by one 
single word. 


Men of but little learning, or even ordinary pow- 


ers of conversation, may attain, with as much facil- 
ity as the classical scholar, the art of making a pub- 
lic speech or harangue, and this, too, with even 
more real eloquence. Some may be disposed to de- 
ny this; but why should they? True eloquence 
does not consist in multiplicity of words, or in the 
knowledge of the whole vocabulary. For how ma- 
nv men there are of great learning, united with 
as much boldness and energy of character as are 
requisite to make them good speakers, who fail in 
their attempts. Eloquence consists, rather, in the 
energy of expression—in the selection of a word- 
in the manner—in the appearance of the man him- 
self. 


This is often exemplified in persons of limited 


learning in defending themselves or others, in whom 
they feel a deepinterest. Those who listen express 
their wonder and astonishment—at what 7 the learn- 
ing? 
No, the effect. 
This, then, is all that is 


wanted. 


Is there no way, Mr. Editor, to bring together 


those of our citizens who would like to have a free, 
public debate as often as once a week ? It is true 
we have the Mechanics Association, Mercantile As- 
sociation, and Lyceum; but where is the associa- 
tion, based upon equal privileges to all ? where any, 
who please, can go and say a word, and feel that 
they have a right to do HO ? 


Were it not that I am so situated as to age and 


other circnmstances, as to preclude active efforts on 
my part, I would most cheerfully do what I could 
forthe attainment of this object. It appears to me, 
however, that there are enough who will at once 
take hold of it in such a manner as to ensure buc- 
cess. Should circumstances admit, I shall certainly 
be most happy to be considered a member, though 
a silent one. and willing to pay my proportion of the 
expense, even if it amount to five dollars, knowing"
